NDP returns $45K 
in union donations 

Party feared contributions may have violated Elections Act

The NDP gave back $45,000 
of union election contribu¬ 
tions yesterday over 
concerns the donations may 
have violated the province’s 
Elections Act. 

Organizations can donate 
a maximum of $5,000 to a 
political party. Nine unions, 
all members of the Main¬ 
land Nova Scotia Building 
Trades Council, donated the 
maximum. 

However, the NDP 
learned the council had of¬ 
fered to reimburse the 
unions for their donations. 

“They were clearly trying 
to get around (the $5,000 
limit) by giving $45,000 
through nine surrogates.

And you can’t do that,” said 
Elections Nova Scotia 
spokesman Dana Doiron. 

The NDP said yesterday it 
learned about the money 
possibly breaking rules of 
the Elections Act Saturday 
evening from a freelance 
journalist. The party refund¬ 
ed the money yesterday and 
contacted media outlets to 
inform them of what had 
happened. 

NDP Leader Darrell Dex¬ 
ter said they returned the 
money as soon as they 
learned of the possible rules 
breach. 

“We did exactly what we 


were supposed to do. We 
acted entirely appropriate¬ 
ly,” Dexter said. 

Council president Cordell 
Cole told CBC News his 
group did offer to reimburse 
the unions, but said its 
lawyer thought it would be 
OK. 

The news of this money 
being returned emboldened 
the Liberals and Progressive 
Conservatives yesterday, 
who had already been at¬ 
tacking the NDP for its ties 
to unions. 

“I think it’s rather inter¬ 
esting that when they get 
put under the microscope 


about the involvement of 
unions in their campaign ... 
that they decided all of the 
sudden they’re going to 
start giving money back,” 
said Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil. 

The Tories called on chief 
electoral officer Christine 
McCulloch to bring in the 
RCMP to investigate NDP 
donations. But Doiron, 
speaking on behalf of Mc¬ 
Culloch, said that wasn’t go¬ 
ing to happen. 

“There’s nothing to inves¬ 
tigate. They handled it the 
appropriate way,” he said. 

“The act is veiy specific 
that if and when you find 
out it’s an inappropriate do¬ 
nation or contribution you 
have to give it back, and 
that’s what they did.”

crash A Canadian man is 
on the list of passengers 
aboard the Air France flight 
that is presumed to have 
crashed in the Atlantic 
Ocean yesterday with 228 
people on board. 

Brad Clemes, a Coca-Cola 
executive bom in Guelph, 
Ont., who resides in France, 
was reportedly aboard 
Flight 447 en route to Paris 
from Rio de Janeiro. It hit 
heavy turbulence four 
hours after takeoff and 15 
minutes later sent an auto¬ 
matic message reporting 
electrical faults. The plane 
then disappeared from 
radar screens. 

“It’s a tragic accident. 

The chances of finding sur¬ 
vivors are tiny,” French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
said at Paris’ Charles de 
Gaulle airport after meet¬ 
ing passenger relatives. 
They were led away in tears 
by airport staff to a private 
area where psychologists 
were ready to assist them. 

The plane’s 216 
passengers and 12 crew 
members included seven 
children and one baby. 

Etienne Kapikian, a 
French Meteorologist, told 
Metro France the plane ran 
into trouble at the “inter- 
tropical convergence zone.” 

“(This zone) is a stormy 
area, a hundred kilometres 
wide, with cumulonimbus 
(clouds) that can reach 16 
kilometres high,” Kapikian 
said. When a plane reaches 
the zone, the pilot can “ei¬ 
ther fly over it, or fly 
around it. He goes through 
it only if he has no other 
choice.” 

Although no wreckage 
has been found, the airline 
offered its condolences to 
the families of the passen¬ 
gers, making clear it did 
not expect any rescue.

NDP may have chance at majority: Poll

It’s not surprising to see 
another poll put the NDP 
in first place with eight 
days before the provincial 
election. What some 
might see as a surprise 
however is how big that 
lead has become. 

The NDP have 44 per 
cent support according to a 
CBC-sponsored Corporate 
Research Associates poll 
released yesterday. It is the 
first public opinion poll to 
imply the NDP have a 
strong chance at a majority 
government. 

While the NDP gained 
seven points from a poll re¬ 
leased two weeks ago, both 
other major parties 
dropped. The Liberals fell 


from 31 to 28 per cent. The 
Tories went from 30 to 26 
per cent. 

The poll was conducted 
from May 18 to 30 and is 
considered accurate within 
3.4 percentage points, 19 
times out of 20. 

In 1999 John Hamm won 
a majority government 
with just 39.2 per cent of 
the vote. But much of the 
NDP support is concentrat¬ 
ed in metro Halifax. Even 
if the NDP manages 44 per 
cent of the vote it could be 
held to a minority govern¬ 
ment. 

But what is looking 
more and more secure is 
an NDP victory of some 
form, according to CRA 
pollster Don Mills. 

“Something big has to 
change (for the NDP to 
lose),” Mill said. “That’s a 


big gap to make up in a 
week.” 

The other parties will 
have a couple of opportu¬ 
nities to win back points 
with voters. Today the 
three leaders meet for the 
second leaders’ debate of 
the campaign. 

There is also a round¬ 
table discussion with CTV 
anchor Steve Murphy 
Thursday. Mills said if any 
party has a chance to chip 
away NDP support it is 
likely the Liberals. 

NDP Leader Darrell Dex¬ 
ter doesn’t generally com¬ 
ment on polls but did take 
a moment yesterday to say 
he wasn’t reading too far 
into this one. 

“I have never seen a bas¬ 
ketball player who cele¬ 
brated after the third quar¬ 
ter,” he said.

The only NDP premier 
elected east of Manitoba 
was in Halifax yesterday 
with the goal of keeping 
it that way. 

Liberal MP Bob Rae 
spoke at a downtown Hali¬ 
fax Liberal rally and took 
shots at Darrell Dexter’s 
NDP. 

Rae was NDP premier of 
Ontario from 1990 to 1995 
before eventually switch¬ 
ing to the Liberal party. 
Rae repeatedly said a gov¬ 
ernment must rule from 
the centre because “that’s 
where most people are” 
and presented the Liberals 
as the most centrist party. 

“The test that has to be 
applied in this province as 
it is everywhere is who’s 


going to govern on behalf 
of the broadest public in¬ 
terest of the province,” he 


said. 

Rae was attempting to at¬ 
tack the NDP for its close 


ties to unions — something 
he himself used to have to 
defend. Rae wouldn’t say 
the NDP would be behold¬ 
en to unions, as Liberal 
Leader Stephen McNeil has. 

But he did say of NDP- 
supporting unions, “they 
have an agenda. It’s not 
necessarily an agenda that 
everybody wants to dis¬ 
close to the world, but it’s 
there.” 

The Conservatives have 
often brought up Rae’s 
name in their attacks on 
Dexter, saying an NDP gov¬ 
ernment would load up 
massive debt as Rae’s gov¬ 
ernment did. Dexter noted 
this himself yesterday 
while dismissing Rae’s crit¬ 
icism. 

“If there is one model of 
government we won’t be 
following, it’ll be Bob 
Rae’s,” Dexter said. 


'Green' grades are in for Nova Scotia parties

The Nova Scotia Environ¬ 
mental Network weighed 
in on the provincial elec¬ 
tion yesterday by releasing 
its election report card. 

The Green party got the 
highest overall grade of 
the four parties (79 per 
cent), followed by the NDP 
(73 per cent), Liberals (57 
per cent), and Progressive 
Conservatives (52 per 
cent). 


The grades were as¬ 
signed based on how each 
party responded to a sur¬ 
vey the group sent out to 
each party after the elec¬ 
tion was announced. The 
survey asked where each 
party stood on a variety of 
environmental issues, in¬ 
cluding climate change, 
green jobs and energy effi¬ 
ciency. 

“What struck me was an 
inability of some of the 
parties to seize the eco¬ 
nomic transition we are in 
to create green jobs,” said 


Gretchen Fitzgerald, direc¬ 
tor of the Sierra Club Cana¬ 
da’s Atlantic Chapter, in a 
release. The Sierra Club 
Canada is one of about 60 
groups that make up the 
Nova Scotia Environmen¬ 
tal Network. 

“Where they are intro¬ 
duced, pesticide bans cre¬ 
ate jobs in chemical-free 
landscaping, energy effi¬ 
ciency boosts jobs in con¬ 
struction,” Fitzgerald said. 
“This should be an area 
where all parties would be 
aiming for top marks.

Kim MacDonald is produc¬ 
ing the Until the Violence 
Stops festival in Halifax 
because she wants people 
to know how serious the 
issue is. 

The festival is the first of 
its kind outside the United 
States and is being present¬ 
ed by the V-Day Halifax 
Community. It includes 
plays, seminars and a bas¬ 
ketball tournament. 

MacDonald is part of a 
larger team of event organ¬ 
izers who are raising 
awareness about violence 
against women and girls, 
and she said one of the im¬ 
portant things to consider 
is educating boys at a 
young age to stop the vio¬ 
lence before it starts 

“Men are not born 
rapists,” she said. “They’re 
not born abusers, so what 
is happening that creates 
this?” 

MacDonald said Nova 
Scotia has the highest rate 
of sexual assault in Cana¬ 
da, and the police are 
called at least once every 


day in the province for this 
reason. 

“The reality is abuse 
against animals sometimes 
gets more of a sentence 
than abuse against 
women,” she said. 

MacDonald hopes people 
will use the provincial elec¬ 
tion as an opportunity to 
pressure politicians into 
talking about the issue of 


violence against women; 
and take action by increas¬ 
ing funds to women’s or¬ 
ganizations. 

The festival kicked off 
yesterday in Parade Square 
with an official flag raising 
with about 80 people in at¬ 
tendance. The festival 
wraps up June 14. 

Yesterday’s event started 
with a declaration from 


HRM Mayor Peter Kelly 
and then speeches from 
members of the V-Day 
campaign. 

Following that, the Rag¬ 
ing Grannies — a group of 
energetic and colourful 
performers — sang songs 
focused on curbing vio¬ 
lence against women and 
on what to do in an abuse 
scenario.

HRP lauds sex-crime registry changes

Halifax Regional Police are 
applauding Ottawa’s plan 
to strengthen the national 
sex offender registry, but 
South Shore-St. Margarets 
MP Gerald Keddy admitted 
yesterday “it should have 
been done a long time 
ago.” 

The changes would require 
all convicted sex offenders to 
be automatically added to 
the registry and to provide a 
DNA sample for the national 
database. Keddy announced 
the plan on behalf of federal 
Public Safety Minister Peter 
Van Loan, who was to make 
good on an election promise 
by introducing the legisla¬ 
tion yesterday. 

“When I read this piece of 
legislation over for the first 


time, I was shocked, quite 
frankly, that a number of 
the changes that we’re mak¬ 
ing weren’t already in 
place,” Keddy said inside

Keddy said current law re¬ 
quires a Crown attorney to 
submit an application in or¬ 
der to add a convicted sex of¬ 
fender to the registry, 
adding, “the presiding judge 
has the discretion to decline 
to make such an order. 

“The amendments the 
government is proposing to¬ 
day will eliminate this loop¬ 


hole,” he said. 

The legislation change 
would also allow police 
forces across the country to 
use the registry so they can 
stop sex 
crimes before 
they happen, 
as opposed to 
accessing it 
only after 
crimes have 
occurred. 

“If police see 
suspicious ac¬ 
tivity near a school ground, 
for example, they will be able 
to request access to the data¬ 
base to find out if the person 
involved is a registered sex of¬ 
fender,” Keddy said. 

HRP Chief Frank Beazley 
said yesterday the federal 
government’s initiative 
would help police, reassure 
citizens and enhance public 
safety.

Save Citadel Hill view, says group

The Heritage Trust of Nova 
Scotia took one last shot at 
HRMByDesign yesterday, 
releasing results from an 
informal survey of pre¬ 
ferred views from Citadel 
Hill, before the controver¬ 
sial urban design plan 
is debated by city council¬ 
lors. 

“There is overwhelming 
public support for retain¬ 
ing views of the central 
harbour,” Phil Pacey said 
while standing with sup¬ 
porters at the top of the 
National Historic Site. 

“It is most unfortunate 
that we are potentially on¬ 
ly one vote of council away 
from the adoption of an 
option that is so far away 
from the wishes of down¬ 
town pedestrians.” 

Pacey pointed to the 


poll, consisting of 169 sur¬ 
veys collected by seven vol¬ 
unteers, showing that 
eight per cent favour a po¬ 
tential view plane under 
HRMByDesign. 

He said 18 per cent pre¬ 
ferred an option for lower 
building heights proposed 


by the Heritage Trust, 
while 73 per cent of people 
actually want to “keep the 
view as it is.” 

But Tori Jarvis, urban de¬ 
velopment director for FU¬ 
SION Halifax, said the Her¬ 
itage Trust “paints a pic¬ 
ture that really just plays 


into everybody’s worst 
fears.” 

“It’s really not taking in¬ 
to account the design 
guidelines, which are such 
a huge part of HRMByDe¬ 
sign,” she said, adding her¬ 
itage protection is 
strengthened and view 
planes are respected under 
the proposed plan. 

Jarvis said it’s high time 
the municipality came up 
with what she called a 
“moderate and “liveable” 
plan for growth. 

“This city needs to grow 
to attract world-class com¬ 
panies who are going to 
pay good salaries (so) we 
can retain the people who 
are graduating,” she said. 

HRM’s Andy Fillmore 
said councillors start de¬ 
bating this afternoon. He 
said the city has received 
about 145 comments on 
HRMByDesign from the 
public and politicians.

Firm calls for reactor

Liberals gain more ground 

Opposition party moves ahead of Tories in new supersized survey 


The opposition Liberals 
have edged ahead of the 
ruling Conservatives in 
popular support but not 
by enough to be sure of 
winning an election now, 
according to the largest 
ever poll conducted in 
Canada. 

The results are another 
indication that despite re¬ 
cent talk of an imminent 
election, Canadians will 
not be voting any time 
soon. The Elcos poll, con¬ 
ducted over three weeks in 
May for the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corp., was re¬ 
leased yesterday. 

Under Canada’s first- 
past-the-post electoral sys¬ 


tem, a party needs to win 
around 36 per cent of the 
vote to win a minority gov¬ 
ernment and about 40 per 
cent to stand a chance of 
capturing a majority. 

“The overall picture 
these numbers paint is 
slightly more positive for 
the Liberals, who are 
ahead more days than they 
lag,” said Elcos president 
Frank Graves. 

“But the situation is 
clearly quite volatile, and 
neither party could force 
an election right now con¬ 
fident they would win, 
much less form a majori¬ 
ty,” he said in a statement. 

The Liberals say they are

Would-be passengers stunned by missing plane

A French professor visiting 
Brazil with his wife tried in 
vain to convince Air France 
agents to get them aboard 
Flight 447 — the fact that 
there were no seats avail¬ 
able seems to have saved 
their lives. 

Yesterday, as news broke 
of the plane’s disappear¬ 
ance from radars and likely 
crash in the Atlantic Ocean 
with 228 on board, would- 
be passengers expressed 
their emotions. 

“It was a miracle. We 
should have been on the 
plane,” said Claude Jaffiol, 
who said he and his wife 
“did everything” but failed 
to get on the full flight. 

“We were very lucky,” 
added Amina. Brazilian 
tourist guide Vera Regina 
Bastos said God saved her 
life. She was leading an ex¬ 


cursion of seven people that 
was supposed to fly to Paris 
on Sunday but their trip 
was delayed by one day. 

“We had planned to fly 
on May 31, but we changed 
our mind. God saved us,” 
said Bastos. 

For those whose loved 
one made the flight, yester¬ 


day was a day of anxiety and 
grief. Helen Pedroso said 
her fiance was on his way to 
Germany to pick up docu¬ 
ments for their wedding in 
Brazil.

Lightning unlikely culprit

In my opinion, for 
li 1 some reason, the 
airplane disinte¬ 
grated in the air. Each air¬ 
craft has a tracking device 
that automatically acti¬ 
vates when there is im¬ 
pact. 

Since, in this case, the 
tracker was not turned 
on, there are only two op¬ 
tions. 

The first is that the 
plane landed somewhere, 
but hasn’t been able to 
make contact. 

The second, and most 
likely, is that there was a 
breach in the hull or oth¬ 
er incident that caused 
the plane to depressurize 
and disintegrate while 
still in the air.

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End of Cuban 
embargo may

Miami: 

Miami’s business will gain 
if the United States unilat¬ 
erally lifts its trade embar¬ 
go on Cuba, but the city 
could face “unfair” compe¬ 
tition from state- 
subsidized Cuban cigar, 
citrus and rum exports, its 
main trade body said. 

This is one finding of a 
new report from the 
Greater Miami Chamber of 
Commerce which for the 
first time considers the sce¬ 
nario that President Barack 
Obama’s administration 
may ease or even end the 
embargo without major 
changes inside Cuba. 

Obama has said the 47- 
year-old embargo will re¬ 
main for the moment to 
press Cuba’s communist 
leadership to free dissidents 
and open up political free¬ 
dom. But he has offered a 
new relation of more con¬ 
tacts and talks on issues like 
migration. 

Bills before the U.S. Con¬ 
gress propose fitting restric¬ 
tions on travel by Ameri¬ 
cans to the island and free¬ 
ing up farm trade, boosting 
hopes among opponents of 
the Cuba embargo that 
more curbs might be signif¬ 
icantly relaxed before the 
year end.

of Commerce chairman 
Bruce Jay Colan said the 
business sector of Miami — 
located 240 kilometres 
from Cuba and with its 
strong Cuban American 
community — needed to 
address, and be prepared 
for, this new reality.

t takes a lot to upstage 
the very regal Adri¬ 
enne Clarkson. But 
Michaelle Jean, the 
Governor General who 
has been under her shad¬ 
ow for four years, has final¬ 
ly — to Clarkson’s chagrin 
— done so. 

Jean’s Rankin Inlet seal- 
slcinning and heart-eating 
venture is becoming the 
stuff of legend. With it, she 
has made a ringing decla¬ 
ration of support for the 
rights and traditions of our 
native peoples. She has 
told the European Union, 
with its opposition to the 
seal hunt, where to get off. 


And she has turned herself 
into a star. 

Her wielding of the Inuit 
ulu blade took courage. 
Not everyone was im¬ 
pressed. When Clarkson, 
in Iqaluit on the weekend, 
was asked about it, she 
replied, “I’ve eaten raw 
food here since 1971. It’s 
nothing new to me, OK?” 

Whew! Sounds as 
though her successor’s act 
cut deep. Clarkson is right¬ 
fully proud of the work she 
did to raise the profile of 
our native peoples. It was a 
high priority for her. Her 
husband, John Ralston 
Saul, took it a step further. 
He produced a remarkable 
book, A Fair Country, 
which convincingly makes 
the case that the Canadian 
identity is neither anglo¬ 
phone nor francophone. 
Rather it’s our aboriginal 
ancestry, as he argues, 
which not only shaped us, 
but still sets us apart. 


But Jean’s act, the sight 
of her bent over, cutting 
and eating raw seal heart, 
was startlingly powerful. It 
will not leave the mind. In¬ 
stead of sounding catty, 
Clarkson should welcome 
it. Relations have been 
frosty between the two 
women. Only recently, 
Clarkson took what ap¬ 
peared to be a veiled shot 
at Jean for getting her ge¬ 
ography wrong in mixing 
up British Columbia’s 
Coastal Mountains and the 
Rockies. 

In another tut-tutting 
display, Clarkson said fu¬ 
ture aspirants for the GG’s 
position should be re¬ 
quired to undergo a Cana¬ 
dian knowledge quiz. 

She was a rare Governor 
General, but the thought 
that Jean can shine as well 
should not get under her 
skin. What both women 
have demonstrated is that 
the GG’s office is of far 


more than ceremonial im¬ 
portance. 

Last December, Jean 
made the historic decision 
to save the Harper govern¬ 
ment by granting proroga¬ 
tion of Parliament right af¬ 
ter it had begun a new sit¬ 
ting. Her ruling was defen¬ 
sible, but she let the coun¬ 
try down in her refusal to 
explain her reasoning be¬ 
hind it. Democracies of the 
21st century require more 
openness than that. 

But with her iconic act at 
Rankin Inlet, Jean has 
shown her mettle. She has 
demonstrated that she is 
in a league with Adrienne 
Clarkson. More important¬ 
ly, she has given our often 
forgotten native peoples 
an empowering image that 
will be remembered forev¬ 
er.

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Why government participation doesn't work 



One of the most ominous as¬ 
pects of the auto industry 
bailouts is the renewed blos¬ 
soming of government par¬ 
ticipation in the private sec¬ 
tor. Including actions in the 
U.S., this means working 
partnerships with car com¬ 
panies and financial institu¬ 
tions. 

It’s a degree of govern¬ 
ment involvement in the 
private sector not seen since 
the New Deal of the 1930s. 

Desperate times may call 
for desperate measures, but 
there are good reasons to 
question the wisdom of gov¬ 
ernment becoming own¬ 
ers/partners in private enter¬ 
prises. 

In reality, we live in a 


mixed economy in which 
government commingles 
with private businesses in a 
variety of ways. But as much 
as possible, the market 
should be the preserve of 
private, not public, enter¬ 
prise. Owners of private 
companies freely make 
choices that involve risks, 
the biggest being loss of cap¬ 
ital. Governments are there 
to preserve and protect the 
integrity of the marketplace 
and the interests of individ¬ 
uals rather than take busi¬ 
ness risks. 

Government intervention 
to prop up particular com¬ 
panies such as the domestic 
auto uses taxpayer power to 
disrupt the workings of the 
marketplace. In the normal 
order of things, companies 
rise, prosper and sometimes 
fail, only to be replaced by 
younger, more vigorous en¬ 
terprises. Money and jobs 
are lost here, but profits and 
jobs are made there. Call it 
market Darwinism. 

When government mess-

es with this natural order it 
does a few things. It confers 
value to stock or debt that 
might not otherwise exist. It 
skews the decision-making 
process within companies. 
It favours one competitor 
over another, the latter be¬ 
ing the successful player 
that isn’t being bailed out. It 
also favours some individu¬ 
als over the rest of us. It is 
not what you call fair treat¬ 
ment. 

But mostly, as Canadian 
history illustrates, govern¬ 
ment participation breeds 
failure. Starting with the 
Newfoundland govern¬ 
ment’s subsidization of the 
Come-by-Chance oil refin¬ 
ery in the early 1970s, the 
last generation provides a 


litany of boondoggles. 
Think of New Brunswick’s 
expensive flirtation with the 
Briclclin, Quebec’s invest¬ 
ments in everything from 
asbestos to steel, and just 
about everything ever 
touched by British Colum¬ 
bia Resources Corp.

Harper defends GM aid 

Canada lends $ 9 - 5 Bto restructuring company

auto Canada’s aid to Gen¬ 
eral Motors Corp. will con¬ 
stitute the biggest part of a 
huge increase in the feder¬ 
al deficit this year, but fail¬ 
ure to help GM would have 
been catastrophic, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
said yesterday. 

Canada and the Ontario 
provincial government are 
lending $9.5 billion US to 
GM as it reorganizes under 
bankruptcy protection in 
the United States, and tak¬ 
ing 11.7 per cent of the 
common shares of the new 
company. 

“Today’s announcement 
is a regrettable but neces¬ 
sary step to protect the 
Canadian economy during 
the worst global recession 
in half a century,” Harper 
told a news conference. 

The federal government 
is taking a two-thirds share 
of the combined Canadian- 
Ontario contribution, giv¬ 
ing it a hit of $6.33 billion. 

Part of the overall total 
will be a federal-provincial 
loan of $1.3 billion, along 
with $400 million for 
which the two levels of 
government are receiving 
preferred shares. 

Harper said the govern¬ 
ment is booking the entire 
investment in shares as a 


cost that goes towards its 
forecast $50-billion Cdn 
deficit for 2009-10 
Canadian officials said 
GM has agreed to maintain 
19 per cent of its Canada- 
U.S. production in Canada 
in exchange for the aid. 


A GM statement said the 
automaker would launch 
five new vehicles, includ¬ 
ing hybrids, at Ontario 
plants in Oshawa and In- 
gersoll, and anticipated no 
further plant closures in 
Canada. reuters

Detroit at Pittsburgh 




This year’s Stanley Cup 
final was billed as a perfect 
stage for Pittsburgh 
Penguins captain Sidney 
Crosby to act as the star 
performer, instead little- 
known Detroit winger 
Justin Abdelkader has 
leapt into the limelight. 

Crosby’s image has taken 
such a prominent 
place in the lead-up 
to the rematch of 
last season’s finals 
that Red Wings 
coach Mike Babcock 
quipped recently he 
had to remind him¬ 
self that it was De¬ 
troit who lifted the Justin 
Cup in 2008 . Abdelkader 

Unlike Crosby, 
rookie Abdelkader was vir¬ 
tually unknown before this 
series began, but two goals 
in as many games has made 
the 22-year-old Detroit’s top 
scorer and given the de¬ 
fending champions a 
healthy 2-0 lead in the best- 
of-seven series. 

“He’s obviously been very 
good for us,” forward Dan 
Cleary told reporters. “He’s 
a young player, he’s going 
to be a great NHL player.” 

Pittsburgh lost last year’s 
finals in six games and a 


similar result appears likely 
after Detroit retained home 
advantage with back-to- 
back 3-1 victories. 

Only the Montreal Cana¬ 
diens have managed to lift 
the Stanley Cup after losing 
the first two games on the 
road, beating the Chicago 
Blackhawlcs 4-3 in 1971. 

Coming into the finals 
Crosby was on a tear, tied at 
28 points with teammate 
Evgeni Malkin for the lead 
in the NHL playoff scoring 
race. 

The 21-year-old Canadian 
is three shy of his 400th ca¬ 
reer point and has 
been tipped as a pos¬ 
sible captain for 
Canada at the 2010 
Winter Olympics in 
Vancouver. 

However, after all 
the hype ahead of 
the rematch, Crosby 
has failed to score in 
the first two games, 
mainly due to strong 
defensive play from De¬ 
troit’s Swedish forward 
Henrik Zetterberg. 

For the first time in the 
2009 playoffs, Crosby has 
been left goalless for con¬ 
secutive games and has on¬ 
ly managed two shots in 
the series to date. 

“We’ve been able to capi¬ 
talize on some opportuni¬ 
ties that have been given to 
us,” Cleary said. “And we’ve 
been able to be ... above 
Crosby and Malkin and try 
to limit them.” reuters

Herd will bid to host QMJHL draft

Mooseheads majority 
owner Bobby Smith told 
Metro Halifax yesterday he 
intends to submit a bid to 
host the 2011 draft. The 
showcase event, a minia¬ 
ture version of the NHL 
draft, has never been held 
at the Metro Centre, despite 
stops in Sydney last year 
and Moncton this coming 
weekend. 

“We’d like to get the 
draft, for sure,” Smith said. 
“It’s a nice event to get the 
Quebec League ffont-and- 
centre in your market for a 
little while. It’s a big event 
for the league.” 

Each team has a table on 
the draft floor, while a mas¬ 
sive draft board behind the 
stage flashes three rounds 
of selections. Teams ap¬ 
proach the stage to an¬ 
nounce each first-round 
pick, and players are escort¬ 
ed down a red carpet under 
a spotlight before donning 
the cap and jersey of their 
new team. 

General managers scurry 
around the draft floor and 
work their cellphones mak¬ 
ing trades and scouts hud-

Condoms vs. withdrawal 


Study gives the unofficial birth control method a good grade 




recent study pub¬ 
lished in the 
June issue of 
Contraception 
^ Magazine pres¬ 
ents findings that the 
withdrawal method of 
birth control rivals the use 
of condoms. 

Shocking, isn’t it? An en¬ 
tire magazine devoted to 
contraception! But actually 
I was referring to the fact 
that they’re telling us that 
a method that we’ve been 
told all our lives is not 
even officially a method of 
birth control is almost as 
good as condoms. 

Condoms have a 98 per 
cent success rate when 
used properly and an 82 to 
87 per cent failure rate 
(depending on who you 
talk to) when you factor in 
ah the people who decide 
that the six-year-old con¬ 
dom in his wallet is still 
“fine” to use. 

The study out of the 
Guttmacher Institute in 
New York said that the 
withdrawal method — 
that is, having the male 
partner pull out before he 
climaxes — is 96 per cent 
effective when used per¬ 
fectly (however they deter¬ 
mine that) and has an 82

per cent success rate with 
more typical, obviously 
less perfect, use. 

But before you lose the 
latex, it’s important to re¬ 
member that the with¬ 
drawal 

method does¬ 
n’t provide 
any protec¬ 
tion from sex¬ 
ually trans¬ 
mitted infec¬ 
tions that can 
be shared 
through pre¬ 
ejaculate fluid. 

And given the prevailing 
resistance to using con¬ 
doms, it hardly seems re¬ 
sponsible to give people 
another excuse not to roll 
down the rim. So what ad¬ 
vantage is there to a study 
like this? 

Well, the truth of the 


matter is, say the re¬ 
searchers, a lot of people 
are using the withdrawal 
method (usually as a back 
up or along with another 
form of birth control) and 
denying this is 
silly. 

Even Dr. 
Carol Caroz- 
za, VP of mar¬ 
keting for 
Ansell Health¬ 
care (the mak¬ 
ers of 

Lifestyles 
Condoms) and a 20-year 
veteran on contraception, 
says that when you see 
how many people seem to 
be defaulting to the with¬ 
drawal method, it’s clear 
that more research needs 
to be done and that users 
of it should be counselled 
properly. 


People have been so 
stressed out into believing 
that withdrawal is irre¬ 
sponsible at worst or at 
best “better than nothing.” 

Health care providers 
and health educators 
should discuss withdrawal 
as a legitimate, if slightly 
less effective, contracep¬ 
tive method in the same 
way they do condoms and 
diaphragms. Dismissing it 
as a legitimate contracep¬ 
tive method when used in 
conjunction with hormon¬ 
al, barrier or other meth¬ 
ods is counterproductive 
and also discourages fur¬ 
ther research into this fre¬ 
quently used and reason¬ 
ably effective method.

Yeah! The sun is shining, 
the trees and in bloom 
and the air is warm. Time 
to intensify your outdoor 
workout. 

Whether you are into 
tennis, ultimate Frisbee or 
soccer, or simply going for 
a long walk, bike ride or 
run, keep in mind that 
you’re losing nutrients 
through sweat. 

Even four per cent dehy¬ 
dration decreases your per¬ 
formance, according to Dr. 
Michael Clarfield, director 
of The Sports Medicine 
Specialists Clinic in 
Toronto. 

And there’s a more im¬ 
mediate reason to keep dy- 
drated: “There is a direct 
correlation between mus¬ 
cle cramps and dehydra¬ 
tion,” says Dr. Clarfield. 
Muscle cramps are caused 


by depleted levels of min¬ 
erals in muscle tissue. 

The remedy? If you are 
working out intensely, you 
need to continuously re¬ 
plenish with drinks that 
are enriched with elec¬ 
trolytes, such as sports 
drinks. This will replace 
electrolytes lost through 
sweat. 


Here are some other hy¬ 
dration tips from Clarfield, 
who is also the company 
physician for the National 
Ballet of Canada and team 
doctor for the Canadian 
National Tennis Team. 

• Don’t drink too much 
water. Plain water dilutes 
electrolytes and can create 
a state of hyper-hydration. 


Drink liquid containing 
electrolytes as well as 
water. 

• Don’t workout if you 
have flu-lilce symptoms 
throughout your body. 
Your immune system is 
compromised and exercis¬ 
ing can further wear it 
down. Exercising with just 
a head cold is probably 
fine. 

• Remember to warm-up 
before exercising and to 
stretch after exercising to 
help prevent injury. A 
good way to warmup con¬ 
sists of three to five min¬ 
utes of an activity that 
gradually increases your 
heart rate. 

When stretching, re¬ 
member to engage in grad¬ 
ual, steady movements for 
15 to 20 seconds. 

• Listen to your body. If 
you are having trouble 
breathing or feel pain, im¬ 
mediately stop the activity 
you are doing. 


fitness Toning up those jig- 
gly arms isn’t just about 
looking good in a sleeve¬ 
less dress (though it cer¬ 
tainly helps that, too). 

A strong upper body re¬ 
duces your risk of injury in 
day-to-day activities, says 
Daniela Nahas, co-founder 
of the Best Body Bootcamp 
and our guide to getting in 
shape for the summer. 

“You’ll perform simple 
exercises much more effec¬ 
tively: picking up your 
kids, running with your 
dog, carrying heavy boxes, 
and any movements that 
require you to push and 
pull.” 

And if it gets you closer 
to Michelle Obama arms, 
so much the better. 

Nahas recommends tri¬ 
cep dips, a simple move 
that targets the back of the 
arm — a weak area in 
women, she says, and one 
prone to telltale wobbles. 


Tricep dips 

1. Sit at the edge of a 
chair or bench, feet flat on 
the floor in front of you. 
Hold on to the chair/bench 
seat, on either side of your 
thighs. 

2. Move your butt for¬ 
ward off the chair, sup¬ 
porting your weight with 
your arms, with knees 
bent 90 degrees. 

3. Slowly bend your el¬ 
bows and lower your body 
straight down, keeping 
your shoulders, back, and 
butt close to the 
chair/bench. 

4. Raise yourself back up 
and return to sitting posi¬ 
tion. Repeat as many times 
as you can; this is one set 
— do three sets. For an ad¬ 
ditional challenge, do the 
move with your legs 
straight to the floor or 
with your feet on a stabili¬ 
ty board.

New sketch series takes on many subjects

Veteran sketch comic Pat 
Thornton shows no hesita¬ 
tion when asked to name 
his worst live show ever. 

“It was a fringe tour with 
(comedy troupe) Todd’s 
Lunch. We didn’t get in the 
Winnipeg Fringe Festival, 
so we rented out a theatre 
that seats 300 people,” says 
Thornton, the 

creator/writer/star of The 
Comedy Network’s fast- 
paced new sketch series 
Hotbox. 

“Someone who had seen 
us before and hated us 
wrote this one star review 
before we arrived. So only 
five people showed up for 
the show. Three volunteers 
and the people who billet¬ 


ed us. They were real po¬ 
lite but I can’t imagine 
they had a good time.” 

The 13-episode Hotbox, 
which premieres tonight, 
reflects Thornton’s nine 
years of good and bad gigs 
with sketch troupes like 
Todd’s Lunch and, more re¬ 
cently, The Slcetchersons. 

However, the show’s 
core target audience is 
most definitely today’s 
YouTube generation. For 
Hotbox is a lightning-fast 
mish-mash of sketches 
that take on all subject 
matter and sport names 
like “Press Conference 
With a Bear,” “Dinosaur 
Man,” “Dinner in Space” 
and “Dr. Bloodfister.” 

If a segment lasts 20 sec¬ 
onds, it’s a rarity. Most of 
Hotbox’s comedy bits just 
end abruptly. Think of it as

a live action variation on 
the animated series Robot 
Chicken ... though Hotbox 
does also feature some cool 
animation and puppets. 

“For the most part, what 
you see on the screen is all 
there was on the page,” 
says Thornton. “We really 
enjoyed the challenge of 
writing things that just 
start and stop quickly; re¬ 
defining how something 
ends.” 

Hotbox is also unique in 
its steadfast avoidance of a 
regular cast. There are 20 
Canadian comics featured 
in the first season. This in¬ 


cludes members of three 
comedy troupes, as well as 
cameos by well-established 
comics like Colin Mochrie, 
Jon Dore and Sean Cullen. 

“There really isn’t a reg¬ 
ular cast. Yeah, we went 
back and forth with the 
network on that. Part of it 
was I simply wanted to 
make opportunities for 


comics in this town.” 

Thornton says making 
the leap from stage to the 
small screen wasn’t diffi¬ 
cult, though he does miss 
the live feedback. 

“The laughs are differ¬ 
ent. You work all day on a 
TV set with the crew, and 
they don’t care how funny 
you are.”

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) extra-virgin 
olive oil 

1 onion, chopped 

2 celery stalks, chopped 

2 medium leeks, chopped 
1 or 2 fresh red chili pep¬ 
pers, seeded and chopped 
1 cup (250 ml) Puy lentils, 
rinsed and drained 

3 cups (750 ml) vegetable 
stock 

1 sprig fresh thyme 
1 bay leaf 

Fresh-squeezed juice of 1 
lemon 

Pinch cayenne 

4 pieces skinless cod fillet 
or cod steaks 

Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 
To serve: Lemon wedges 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to medi¬ 
um-high. Heat 1 tbsp (15 
mL) of olive oil in medium 
pot over medium heat. 
Add onion, celery, leeks 
and chili peppers; saute 2 
minutes. Stir in lentils. 
Add vegetable stock, 
thyme and bay leaf. Bring 


to boil, reduce heat, and 
simmer until lentils are 
tender, about 20 minutes. 
If lentils have not 
absorbed all stock, drain. 

2. Meanwhile, prepare 
fish. Stir together remain¬ 
ing oil, lemon juice and 
cayenne. Lay cod in broiler 
pan, skin side up. Season 
with salt and pepper to 
taste, and brush with oil 
mixture. Broil until flesh 
flakes easily, 6 to 7 
minutes. There is no need 
to turn fish over. 

3. Divide lentils between 
warm plates and arrange 
pieces of cod on top. Serve 
with lemon wedges.
